on the hills looking down Into the 
beautiful Rhine valley. And there 
above the river was the Luden- 
dorff bridge intacl. a sight which 
none had expected to sec. Ger- 
man vehicles still were streaming 
across it. 


Pouring into the valley, Com- 


bat B. captured Remagcn and then 
LI. Col. Leonard Engeman of Red- 
wood Falls, Minn., directed a com- 
pany commanded by Lt. Carl Tim- 
merman of West Point, Neb., to 
capture the bridge. 


The men who stormed the Rem- 


agen bridge made the biggest 
gamble of their lives that after- 
noon. 
The Germans had mined 


the 
bridge with 
hundreds 
ol 


pounds of TNT and had set the 
demolition hour at 4 p. m. It vir- 
tually was a death warrant for 
anyone who ventured on the span, 
but the try had to be made. 


Luck Plays Mujvr tittle 


Timmerman sent his first pla- 


toon on the bridge and they were 
engaged 
by 
Germans 
shooting 


from the railway tunnel and from 
the great stone towers on the far 
side of the bridge. While the first 
platoon pinned down the enemy 
lefenders with intense fire, Sgt. 
Drabik led his platoon through it 
and ma'de the dash across the 
bridge. 


Once again luck played a major 


role. The Germans tried to blow 
the bridge. A small booster charge 
of explosives blew a section of 
the bridge but the main charge 
of TNT did not go off. Engineers 
attributed the failure to a faulty 
fuse cap. 


Behind the 
armored infantry 


came engineers commanded by Lt. 
John Alitchell, Brentwood, Pa., 
who slashed all the wires on the 
bridge and dumped the explosives 
into the river while German ma- 
chmegun and rifle bullets splat- 
tered about them. 


The engineers 
quickly threw 


planking across the damaged sec- 
:ion of the bridge and tanks rolled, 
in behind the first wave of ar- 
mored infantry who had seized 
the span. 


Double Lifeline 


At dawn on March ,8 there were 


two battalions of infantry and a 
tank company over the river and 
other troops and tanks were pour- 
ing across. 
The Germans tried 


lesperately to knock the bridge 
out with shelling and air raids. 
But while several shells hit the 
;pan and caused temporary dam- 
age the enemy never was able to 
knock it out and most of the shells 
fell harmlessly into the water. 
Then the engineers threw a pon- 
toon bridge across the river, giv- 
ng a double lifeline to the troops 
on the" east bank. 


Since then men, tanks, guns and 


material have 
poured into the 


bridgehead and it has developed 
into the major threat to central 
Germany. 


The Rhine crossing- was a knock 


out punch to end the war. Only a 
super-optimist could fail to see 
that there is much bloody light- 
ing ahead 
before 
Germany is 


beaten into total defeat But there 
is every reason for jubilation over 
the combination of luck and cour- 
age which gave the First Army 
a bridge intact over the Rhine. 


The drive across the Rhine did 


not place the allies in position for 
the knockout blow and left the 
enemy vulnerable and with weak- 
ened defenses for future allied 
smashes which might come at any 
lime and any point. 


Whether the Remagen bridge- 


head will develop the main allied 
threat to central Germany or 
whether there will be another 
massed crossing of the Rhine, only 
thc allied high command can say. 
But for the time being, the Rem- 
agen bridgehead is being exploit- 
ed as a steel point spear pressing- 
into the vitals of the Reich.

we'apens" was the blitzkrieg. This 
of course was purely military and 
It was the development of ldes« 
which were in the hands of all the 
military experts of the world. The 
nazi dictator's sweeping successes 
at the outset of his conquest of 
Jfiurope were mainly due to the 
blitzkrieg tactics, which utterly 
confused his enemies. Today the 
surprise element of the blitzkrieg 
is -dead. But the blitz served a 
terrible purpose. 


How are the peace-minded na- 


tions 
to 
safeguard 
themselves 


against attack with "secret weap- 
ons" 
which may 
be 
powerful 


enough to win a war with one 
quick, terrific blow? 
There are 


two countries against which we 
must guard—Germany and Japan. 
They are the dangerous aggres- 
sors. The soft under-belly of Eu- 
rope, Benito Mussolini, led his peo- 
ple into attacking helpless coun- 
tries, but it hardly can be claimed 
that the Italians as a whole are a 
warlike folk. * * * 


But, you say, since we are go- 


ing to knock out Germany and 
Japan, how can they do further 
harm? It's precisely because we 
are going to render these aggres- 
sors impotent militarily that we 
must provide against the develop- 
ment of secret weapons. This is 
especially true of the Germans, 
who rank high in science and are 
traditionally, diligent in the de- 
velopment of ideas. Because they 
will have no military machine 
with which to wage further war, 
they're likely to turn- their minds 
to the development of a secret 
weapon or weapons to obtain re- 
venge. 
In fact it's a safe bet 


they will. 


In order to guard against this, 


as 1, see it, the world security 
organization must insure—by de- 
tective methods if necessary—that 
all discoveries and developments, 
of whatever /lature, in Germany 
and Japan are known at once to 
the United Nations. This applies 
not only to military but to ordi- 
nary developments, be they biolog- 
ical, chemical, or what will you. 
The discovery of a new gas or a 
quick method 
of. spreading a 


plague might mean death to some 
unsuspecting nation.

Our Regimentation Allergy 
People who have been warning 


us ever since the war began about 
the dangers of peacetime regimen- 
tation in this country have over- 
looked one obvious fact- The dan- 
ger is small simply because too 
many people will have none of 't. 


For proof it is only necessary 


to keep one's, eyes and ears open. 
Even in wartime, when a certain 
amount of regimentation is neces- 
sary, there is considerable opposi- 
tion.' It is to be found in high and 
low places, and on middle ground. 


In support of that statement we 


, might cite the recent reactions of 


certain members of two highly es- 
•timable groups, the United Irish 
Societies of New York. N. Y., and 
the United States Congress of 
Washington, D. C. 


We assume the United Irish So- 


cieties approve the principles of 
the midnight curfew, whether for 
the 
reasons 
advanced by War 


Mobilizer Byrnes, or from 
the 


more' demonstrable reason that 
anyone, by assiduous application, 
can drink all thai- is good for him 
by 12 o'clock midnight. 


Yet when the curfew threatened 


' to cut short their annual St. Pat- 


rick's Day. party, the societies' 
members rose up and petitioned 
the War Manpower Commission in 
Washington to extend the curfew 
' to 2 a m., just for them. Why? 


Apparently for no reason except 
that when regimentation ceased to 
be abstract and threatened to in- 
terfere with their plans, 
the 


story was different." 


(The 
War Manpower Corruriis- 


sion, incidentally, said No.) 
-. We assume that the majority of 
congressmen approve the principle 
of unanimous international co-op-^ 
eration in the 
maintenance 
__ of 


peace. It may even be assumed 
that,"at first glance, they didn't 
like the idea of one major power 
being able to veto important deci- 
sions of an organization formed 
to achieve that international- co- 
operation, and by that veto to nul- 
lify its powers.
